I intend no flattery, no persuasive device in telling you thi3 is a 
compliment, for I have mentioned many writers end editors to her during the pest 
three of four years. Toward the end of 1966 I broached this to you and you were 
then busy on other things. 

In print I now have four books. I had to publi-h three myself. The 
fourth was done by. Canyon, with me ss co-publisher, the. only way 1 could bring it 
out after Dell, broke their contract. Because Canyon decided to do it on the cheap, 
the publicity on my other books and the promotional work they were confi- 
dent I'd do" (and did), it, got almost no .distribution. -Where 'it was on sals' it did 
well. Tim result was a literary and financial disaster for a book that could have 
been profitable, the only one with the Garrison case in it -end that in advance. 

So, when psid my expenses and costs from what returned, I find myself, today, 
■about' $35,000 in debt, uf course, ± have snd hove had no income since 1 began this 

work, end there $ow is little prospect. The one hops I bad, the value of the 

literary cropert^es, now is a slim one for the plagiarism is extensive and 1 am 
without the means to do anything about it. Others are using my work as an index 
to a degree that those not working in the field will not be able to believe. 

! r his' is the bad side. I think there is a good one. 

kiy life has been incredibly active. I am into and do everything, without 

the time or, means. 1 do get things done. % personal investigations in and about 
Nqw Orleans have yielded rather good material. Some Garrison had and will use, 
some he can not, some I will not give him. In the third category are not less than 
two novels land I am not a novelist) , One of these will make a rather unusual spy 
story, of a subverted CIS. agent, s brill lent young girl. Both will be non-fiction 
novels, You nv;y have forgotten, but before Capote, J had started one, a non- 
fiction novel telling how J ohn -Kennedy was killed, and why, in the first person. 

I still have the book on the C u b £ missis crisis to do. foil may recall 
that 1 outlined this to you and your husband one day. I keep hoping to get beck 
to it, and I think I soon shall, unless more windwills beckon too soon. Unless 
I can arrange for private publics t ion of the current manuscripts, 1 should have 
worked myself to where I can write this, beginning in about s month. 

The first of the three unpublished books was completed in September. 

Sy completed, I mean retyped, for the offset camera end indexed. Only money pre- 
vented its publication then. My continuing researches hevo yileded the aos;.-. fan- 
tastic additional material that i think can be added in several new concluding 
chapters. Jn the current political situation end historic sill i these will be 
amonsr the mast significant writings in recant history, the material is of that 
nature. Theea colleagues who visited me recently and re3d these manuscripts 
e are e that this one, POST KCOT3M: THE SUPPRESSED KEN'EDT AUTOPSY, is the most 
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shocking, destructive and overwhelmingly persuasive writing on the Report and 
the assassination. This they believed on the basis of what is written, without 
benefit of what is to come. That, signed documents, ties the ‘bite B-ouse 
in on the horror. And more. This book will have an appendix of not fewer then 
300 pages of facsimile reproduction of the suppressed evidence. A. fair per- 
centage will be of documents thoughfto have been destroyed, where misfiled 
copies survived and 1 found them. I am going to try and arrange help in bringing 
it out as a private printing, for it is so tough I doubt any commercial pub- 
lisher will touch it (I am trying). Several who have reed it have rejected it 
with praises that are high enough to be Self-demeaning. They are, as they always 
have been with my writing, afraid. The documentation in this book is sufficient 
to assure me it will at least repay its mechanical costs in institutional sales 
alone. I will continue to have distribution problems, for Big Brother has been 
making effective visits. 



uf the two recent books, the one my wife and I were discussing is 
COUP B’STAT, tentative subtitle, I AC US THE CIA. It deals with all three 
assassinations, shows their similarities, and resurrects the advance knowledge 
that the most vicious and virulent of the new fascist groups, this one also a 
ploiticsl party (National States. Rights Party-usM) planned these assassinations. 

1 have dozens of pages of suppressed official evidence, some lost, home said not 
to exist,' none properly filed, and an actual tape recording of the prediction 
of the JFN assassination, with whs t amounts to a blueprint of it fc . known to the 
FBI and Secret Service and since suppressed. i n fact, the Warren Report was 
written around this. r 

To give you an idea why I feel I have more than the usual need for an 
editor, I roughed this book out in three days, immediately before my lapt investi- 
gative trip to New Orleans. u n my return I added to it what X then didnt hsve time 
to dig out of my documentation. My wife is now typing the last of the chapters 
I have added. I will do one more -for sure and possibiy several minor additions. 
JiSeanwhile, 1 also wrote another bock, a short one, again in three fiaysl 

addition to the above, COOP D'BTAT does, several other things. It 
shows the people anxious to kill JFK simultaneously planned the murder of &ing.' 

I have even the name of the man who was to have done it. ^e had bean trying. And 
this in the voice of the man who knew him and of it. l also have relevant -and 
suppressed-official documents on this. This ties together the assassinations 
of the great end those of the blacks and Jews thstithereafter ensued. It is my 
hope that while there is little prospect of turning on the sycophantic liberal 
eastern intellectual establishment, this book may serve to rouse, both bl ck and 
Jewish interest end support. 2tx is where my imrediate interest in editing lies. 

I have no doubt it can use cutting and toning. At this point, were I able to free 
my mind of what 1 am into, what I must do because there is no one else doing it, 
and then able to distibguish between what is on paper and what not there but in 
my mind, I’d still not be able to do a good job because I am too much involved. 

With this book, I’d like to be able to circulate it among publishers while my 
wife is typing it for the camera, for if I can get the money to print it privately 
1 would do that immediately. Fascism must be fought, it can be fought only by 
information, and this is such information, (biting a year strengthens fascism by 
that year, possibly more. I think it important to have it out well before the 
election. Commerfcially this is a very remote prospect. 

The third book is entirely different. J-t is, or at least 1 intended it 
as, a return to an old tradition- in wwiting, very personal and a personal attack. 

■ L t is, however, not motivated by vengeance, ^t is a survival book, designed to 
disassociate those few serious "critics 1 ' from the whores. There may be a fast 
companion one.
